State T Richard 
Predicts Speedy Exit. 


Paper Money to be the Rule 
in a Few Months, Fear. 


Says it is Patriotic to Turn 
“Iron Men” to Banks. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 24.—Predic- 
tions that the silver dollar will soon 
pass from the exchange market as 
quickly as did the larger gold coins 
were made by State Treasurer Rich- 
ardson with the receipt of a bale 
containing 4000: one-dollar bills late 
this week. 

“Paper money will be used almost 
universally except in making change 
of less than a dollar within a few 
months,” Richardson said. 
Richardson urges that silver be 
turned over to the Federal Reserve 
banks now, as he urged that gold 
should during the war, as a patriotic 
duty of every citizen to conserve the 
supply. 

All State warrants will be paid in 
Reserve notes, except for the frac- 
tion of the dollar, Richardson ap- 
nounces. He has ordered more pa- 
per money from the Federai Reserve 
Bank in San Francisco, and has de- 
livered several consignments of sil- 
ve: doliars in exchange. 

The State Treasurer argues that 
gold and silver in the Federal Re- 
serve Bank gives’the nation finan- 
cial protection which is especially 
needed at this time. 

During the war, Richardson turned 
over millione of dollars to the Fed- 
etal banks mm gold, and he now pro- 
p to duplicate this action with 
silver

AN IDEAL LOCATION. . 

“Los Angeles and vicinity is ideal- 
ly located so as to take advantage 
of both the land and sea breeses 
and the mountain and valley winds. 
Both are primarily caused by the 
unequal heating of the tand and 
water areas, and the elevated and 
depressed 4. When the sun 
shines on thé land the air is heated 
and rises, allowing the cooler air 
from the sea to flow in: when the 
land cools off, at night time, the re- 
verse movement takes place. 

“Those living near the foothills 
notice that, ordinarily, there is al- 
ways a downward movement of air 
at night, or early in the morning, 
caused by the colder mountain air 
sliding down the canyons. When 
the sug warms up the broad valleys, 
the wind flows back and up the 
mountain sides and thus co tutes 
anebband fiow as regular as the 
clock and with a velocity dependent 
upon the temperature differences.”

Wright Retaliates 

Willard Huntington Wright, poet, 
novelist, critic apd self-appointed 
censor, who, once upon a time, con- 
tributed much to thé gaiety of Los 
Angeles, but who is now -perform- 
ing the same happy function for San 


Franci&co, ran amuck ree in the 
northern paper, for which he is act- 
ing as art critic, 

It seems that J: Vennerstrom Can- 
non found some fault with the for- 
ty-third annual exhibition of the San 
Francisco Art Association, held at 
the Palace of Fine Arts. Miss Can- 
non complains that many great Cal- 
ffornia names are missing from the 
catalogue and she wants to know 
why. She asks: “From the south- 
ern part of the State, why are the 
names of Puthuff, Redmond, Wach- 
tel, Townsley, Mannheim and Wendt. 


Mr. Wright retorts, In part: “As 
for the other geniuses from the 
south, I cannot feel the grief at their 
absence that Miss Cannon feels. I 
have seen Puthuff'’s work and the 
fe much better material on view 
the present show. As for Redmon 
~—let him decorate the draw'n 
rooms of the retired Iowans in the 
Wiliishire district of Los Angeles. An 
annual exhibitien can prosper with- 
out him. Wachtel is only a copy- 
ist—a sort of exalted illustrator; 
and so is Mrs. Wachtel. Their paint- 
ings have no esthetic merit what- 
ever. Mannheim is an eclectic, @ 
facile technician without original- 
ity. And Wendt is only an aca- 
demician of the kind that wins sec- 
end and third prizes at Chicago ex- 
hibitions.” 

Hewever, to do him justice, Mr. 
Wright dees not deny merit in the 
work of some of our southern paint- 
ers. He finds, for instance, that 
“Henrietta Shore achieves a type of 
decorative art entirely different 
from that of Miss Bremer. Her pic- 
tures are as flat as posters and her 
design has to do only with lines re- 
inforced with lines of pure color. 
Bot her effects are striking 
cause of the clear-cut fashion in 
which she builds her decoration and 
because of the rich, glowing color 
masses, which at times harmonize 
tellingly. Miss Shore is another 
painter who has found an attrac- 
tive pérsonal manner of painting: 
and, though, from an hetic 
standpoint, her results are slight. ehe 
ie fn direct line with the modern 
color harmonists _Delacroix- 
Gaugin-Matisse evolution. 

~>4 also gives John O’Shea much 
credit for olle and water colors 
painted at Laguna Beach and Car- 
mel.

MEXICAN OPALS. 


Mining of Fiery Gems Has Been Re- 
sumed South of the Rio Grande. 


Mexican opals are likely soon to 
appear plentifully on the market 
again, inasmuch as mining for them 
has been resumed in the districts 
whence jewelers obtained supplies 
before the war. 

From that source we have been 
accustomed to get most of our “‘fire” 
opals, which are very beautiful and 
brilliant, with flaming hues. This 
variety, however, is less highly esa- 
teemed than the so-called “noble” 
opal, which ts whitish, translucent, 
and shows through with gleams of 
all colors of the rainbow. 

Remarkably fine opals, many of 
them “noble.” are obtained from the 
neighborhood of Moscow, in Idaho, 
where they are found in beds of vol- 
canic ashes. Apparently their 
material was deposited by water, 
while the ashes were hot, and masses 
of cold cinder, when broken cpen, 
reveal the gem stones.

When 
the cotton-picking scason is on in 
the ceuntry around Houston, Tex., a 
great dea] of cash is necessary for 
plantation pay rolis. Every tarmer 
takes a neat littie package out of 
the bank. The loca! bank knows that 
this demand is coming. lt is a mem- 
ber of the Federal reserve system. 
it hase a deposit of gold at the dis- 
trict reserve bank at Dallas. It has 
plenty of other negotiable paper in 
ite vaults, as have ail banks. It de- 
cides that it will need an additional! 
$200,000 in currency. It authorizes 
Dallare to eharge up $80,000 against 
its gold reserve and sends to Dallas 
$120,000 in negotiable paper.

Dr. Franklin D. B. Smith of Bast 
Chatham and W. J.-Spence. of 
Spencertown have returned from 
their three weeks’ hunting trip in 
the Canadian forest. They went to 
the Lake Edwards district, 111 
north of Quebec, to a 
had not been penetrated by white 
hunters since 1907. Both shot 
moose and caribou, Mr. Spence's 
moose weighing 1600 pounds, meas- 
uring eight feet from foot to top 
of shoulder and having a horn 
spread of five feet. The two Cree 
Indian guides from St. Johns said 
it was the largest moose shot in that 
territory in many years. The hide 
weighed 149 pounds. It was given 
to the guides who will Use it in 
making snowshoes. The caribou 
were placed in cold storage and wil! 
be shipped here when weather con- 
ditions are favorable. The moose 
head Mr. Spence is to have mounted. 

The amount of food and equip- 
ment carried by the guides was a 
revelation to Smith and Spence. In 
addition to a canoe, each guide 
packed 250 pounds from lake to lake 
on the journey. Smith and Spence 
each carried 150 pounds, The trip 
took the hunters 553 miles from 
home, They went from Chatham 
to Montreal by automobile, a dis- 
tance of 270 miles. On the return 
trip they covered this distance in 
eight hours. an average speed of 
nearly thirty-four miles an hour.—

Piece of furniture alleged to have 
rightful claims (o antiquity the first 
thing he does is to run his hand 
along the exposed surfaces to ascer- 
tain by the practiced touch of his 
Gngere whether the patina is on the 
level or was applied by a crafty 
counterfeiter. After that he upends 
it to look for the wormholes. If 
beth are orthodox he gives it his 
validation as the genuine article. if 
they are not he brands the article a 
imitation, and rejects it 
with ill-concealed scorn. There are 
other tests, but these two are the 
surest ones. 
For the benefit of thore who may 
got have had my advantages as re- 
cently and expensively enjoyed I will 
state that patina is the gloss or film 
which certain sorts of metal and cer- 
tain sorts of polished woods acquire 
through age, long usage and wear. 
With the passage of time fabrics ai- 
go may acquire it. You may have 
noticed it In connection with a pair 
of black diagonal trousers that had 
seen long and severe wear or on the 
elbows of sunmimer before last's blue 
serge coat. However, patina in 
pants or on the braided seams of @ 
presiding elder’s Sunday suit is not 
so highly valued as when it occurs 
in relation to a Jacobean church pew 
or a William and Mary whatnot.

The entire staff of the new Com- 
munity Service Entertainment Bu- 
reau will be made up of managers 
and actors, with perhaps a socia! 
worker or two for emergency cases 
Such a staff has already organize 
between 5000 and 6000 talented 
young persons here in New York 
to provide entertainment for a long 
list of institutions, as well as for 
soldiers and sailors. Sometimes as 
Many as fifty-two shows a week are 
put on by the Entertainment Com- 
mittee. it furnishes anything from 
& pageant to a vaudeville act to any 
Organization that wants tt. During 
the summer, a vaudeville perform- 
ance was given every night on a roof 
garden donated by a society wom- 
an, to which soldiers and sailors were 
admitted free and civilians at the 
price of 25 cents. The same sort 
of performance has recently been 
Ziven four nights a week at the 
Amsterdam Operahouse, rechris- 
tened “The Community Playhouse,” 
and in addition to this. traveling 
Sroups of Community Playhouse 
Piayers have been furnishing enter- 
tainment for the American Legion, 
battleships«, hospitals, military 
prisons, civilian hospitals, re-educa- 
tion centers, public schools. 
churches, evening classes in Amer- 
icanization and te settlement houses 

Anyone who thinks that he has 
any talent that would be useful in 
providing entertainment is invited to 
join the organization. It can make 
use of everything from a singer or 
dancer to a basketball! player and a 
distributor of invitations. Many pro- 
fessionals have volunteered for one 
night or one matinee a week, but 
the mainstay of the organization is 
its thousands of amateurs, some of 
whom develop very unusual talent. 

SAILOR IMPRESSED. 

For example, not long ago a sailor 
appeared at the playhouse one night 
in a not altogether sober condition. 
Instead of reprimanding him the 
hostess in charge ushered him to a 
seat for a view of the vaudeville 
performance, and later one of the 
theatrical scouts approached him 
and asked him if he would not like 
& part in one of the dramatic pro- 
Guctions. The boy protested that 
he had never done anything of the 
kind, but the scout told him to come 
and sce one of the rehéarsals. The 
next day he appeared and sat deeply 
interested, watching rehearsal of a 
comedy, after which he lingered and 
helped the scene painter arrange bits 
of ecenery. Gradually the scout who 
had first spoken to him secured his 
history. He had been discharged 
from the navy and had started to 
look for a job, but had been rebuffed 
wo often that he became discour- 
aged and started hanging about 
cheap bar-rooms. Upon being per- 
suaded to take the part the scout 
had mentioned, the boy showed such 
remarkable talent that the bureau 
had no difficulty in landing him a 
job with a legitimate company. 
The most interesting phase of the 
work, of course, is the developing 
of this exceptional talent, which oc: 
casionally appears in one out of doz- 
ens of volunteers. One night sev- 
eral months ago a group of five girls 
appeared to watch one of the choral 
rehearsals that was going on. When 
a third of the way through the di- 
rector suddenly discovered that the 
girl who was to sing the next sole 
head not shown up.

IS EXPLORER. 


Miss Czaplicka Led Expedi- 
tion Into Siberia Wilds. 
Passed a Summer 450 Miles 
North of Arctic Circle. 


Traveled Three Thousand 
Miles by Reindeer. 


[From the Christian Science Monitor | 

Until the anthropological expedi- 
tion of \Oxford University and the 
University of Pennsyivania Museum 
to the haunts of the nomadic tribes 
that roam the great reaches of Cen- 
tral and Northern Siberia, very |it- 
tlhe was known or 
subject. 

Prof. H.™“. Hall represented the 
University of Pennsylvania Museum. 
Oxford was represented by that in- 
trepid and very courageous lady, 
Miss M. A. Czaplicka, lecturer in the 
anthropology, who headed the expe- 
dition. 

The headquarters of the party 
was located on the Yenisei fiver. 
about 400 miles south of the great 
forest belt limits. 

Nomadic groups of the Samovedic 
and Dolgan tribes were aiet “by 
members of the expedition on their 
journeys along the coast, giving the 
explorers an opportunity to photo- 
Sraph and to study the manners 
and customs of the little known 
people of the Siberian northlands. 

LIKE THE BLOND ESKIMOS. 

The Dolgan. or Yakutized Tungus, 
roam over the country between the 
mouth of the Yeniseil and the upper 
Khattanga rivers, and have many 
characteristics of the blond Pskimo. 
The Shaman, who prevails as a 
demi-god with the Siberian north- 
lander, is also held by the Eskimo 
as the director of the destiny and 
material welfare of his kinemen. 

Fithnologically, the mest interest- 
ing people met by members of the 
expedition were the Yenisel 
tyaks, a fast disappearing remnant 
of the blond-haired and blue-eyed 
race who are, no doubt, prototypes 
of the so-called blond Eskimo of 
Rtefansson. 

As the traditions and supersti- 
tions of the Siberians are se much 
like those of the wandering tribes 
of the North, there is little doubt 
that in the remote past a very close 
relation existed between them. If 
an Avanisk-Samoyed, a Siwash of 
the State of Washington, and a 
Delta Eskimo were grouped, it 
would be impossible to determine 
that they were not of the same com- 
mon origin. The mounds of the

I would divide this highway 
laterally into divisions, as follows, 
beginning on the extreme left devot- 
ing ten feet to a good earth or fine 
gravel walk for pedestrians;

hicles, and twenty feet for freight 
vehicles; then ten feet for shrub 
|and tree parking, which would be 
| the center of the highway; and the 
other side, extending to the extreme 
‘right, would be a duplicate in re- 
| verse, for all traffic going in the op- 
posite direction, so that, looking east 
from the center, the traffic on the 
right would be going east while the 
trafic at the left would be going 


At every ten miles of the high- 
way. Or as near that as conditions 
would allow, I would build smal! sta- 
tions, to be known as way stations, 
commodations:at moderate charge; 
ing ordinary but comfortable ac- 
charge; a complete automobile gar- 
age, furnishing supplies and doing 
any and all kifids of repairs, and cot- 
tages for such employees as might 
be needed for upkeeping and promot- 
ing the work of the highway. 

At every one hundred miles, or 
thereabouts, I would have the same 

kind of buildings, only 
would be more extensive; the hotel 
first-class, furnishing 
mogern accommodations. This hun- 
dréd-mile station would be a section 
headquarters, and here would be lo- 
cated the controlling heads, and a 
large Federal farm, where Federal 
prisoners would be housed, as de- 


At every 500 miles, or thereabouts, 
in addition 
what bas been given before a mili- 
tary or nationa] police station, with 
all buildings and appurtenances 
necessary. Here should be division 
headquarters for military and high- 
way officials. The military or na- 
tional police stations should be lo- 
cated at convenient distances from 
as should also the 
Federa|] farms, and should contain 
as complete a garrison as practical. 
Here the young American citizen 
could be taught military duties and 
husbandry on a national drill ground 
and on a national farm. Here, amid 
such surroundings it would be pos- 
sible to give him a useful educa- 
tion and a most necessary physical 


PRISON LABOR. 

The necessary surveying and en- 
gineering should all be done by our 
army engineers, and the labor when 
and wherever possible 
The former would have 
their quarters at division headquar- 
ters, and the latter at the section 
If thought best or 
neccessary the militia might be used 
as guards over the prisoners. 
herewith, however, 
recommend modern humanitarian 
methods in dealing with prisoners. 
In fact, this should be one of the 
great ideals of the highway, name- 
ly to furnish better opportunities for 
the unfortunate prisoner, as recom-

station, there should be secured, by 
purchase or condemnation, several 
hundred acres to be used as Federal 
farms, located a suitable distance 
from the highway, selected as to 
soll, water and other prime agri- 
cultural requirements, in order that 
it may be turned into a succegsful 
producer. 

The Federal farm buildings should 
be models of their kind, and built 
to house man and neast under com- 
fortable and healthful conditions. 
They should contain all kinds of 
necessary machinery, tools, etc. 
There should be installed the best 
in stock and poultry; and the breed. 
ing should be carried on with the 
idea of producing the best at the 
minimum of cost. 

In apnnection with the Federal 
farms the Department of Agricul- 
ture should be called upon to fur- 
nish manacers and instructors in the 
various fields they represent, that 
these lands may be worked scten- 
tifically as models, and to the very 
best advantage. 

AGRICULTURAL CENTERS. 

The Department of Agriculture 
should also have absolute charge of 
all landscaping, planting, gardening 
and care of evorything planted and 
growing, or to be planted. The plant- 
ings at these sectional stations, or 
“agricultural centers,” I think, is 


a better name, should be only such 
as are really adap.ed to that par- 
ticular location, so that the prod- 
uct would always be the very best 
samples of their kind; whether of 
plant, shrub or tree; and specimens 
properly labeled of everything pro- 
duced at these agricultural centers 
should be displayed in the build- 
ings, or be seen growing in the park- 
ings along the highway, in order 
that travelers may reap instruction 
as well as pleasure from their trip. 

And what a trip of information 
and instruction this could be made, 
for the gardener, the plant lover, 
the horticulturist and botanist, as 
well as a pleasure to the sightseer— 
one not to be equalled anywhere in 
the world! Think for a moment 
of the possibility of seeing each 
plant, shrub and tree, growing amid 
its best environment, in that section 
it really loves best; being nurtured 
and attended by experts, all through 
ite wonderful development. Those 
«rizzly denizens of the lofty peaks, 
and the dainty seekers of the shady 
vale. Would it not be wonderful to 
walk; and under , conditions enu- 
merated it would easily be possible 
to walk the highway’'s entire length; 
or to ride through such a continuous 
garden, from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, over mountain and through 
valley. And here amid such sur- 
roundings would begin the redemp- 
tion of the sinner against society, 
the most important idealism of the 
highway. 

And now to leave the highway 
for a brief period, at the place 
where the man firet becomes a 
lability on the public ledger, the 
court of justice. I have stated be- 
fore that the highway should be 
strictly a national undertaking, and 
the work should be done by Fed- 
eral prisoners. Now I know I am 
getting into deep water, but just 
the same I am going to advocate 
making all our courta above the 
police and justices’ courts, Federal 
courts, and the judges, Federa! 
judges, classified as the necessity 
may require. This would remove 
the local influence that occasfonally 
prevents justice being done; and at 
the same time more nearly protect 
the public and prisoner, than under 
our present plan of county and State 
courts. All the details and possi- 
bilities of the great change I am 
not capable of even talking about, 
but I am informed by legal talent 
that it is practical and could be 
worked out. This would give the 
required army of workers. 

SELF-SUPPORTING. 


Now it is the plan to not only in- 
struct these prisoners in agriculture 
and horticufture, but in trades also. 
quite self - supporting. Factories 

The highway should be nearly or 
should be located at available sites 
and every single article consumed, 
used or worn should be made by 
these people somewhere along the 
highway, for their use alone, and 
stored and distributed from a gen- 
eral warehouse, as required. his 
would furnish a means of instfuct- 
ing them in many useful occupa- 
tions, and their product would not 
come into competition with the la- 
boring man outside. They should 
he credited with a wage deposited 
to their account, the same to be paid 
to them at the expiration of their 
service. This would enable then: 
to face the world independently and, 
I trust, fortified with wholesonie 
ideas. 

The cost of working out this plan. 
I am quite sure, would be enormous; 
but where would all the money go—- 
just out of one pocket into the oth- 
er! It would keep the prisoners of 
our country busy for years. It would 
prevent idleness in our army cir- 
cles, and all idlers of the city streete 
should be pressed into a class by 
themselves and put to work on the 
nationa) highway. Most of the 
money expended would go into the 
pockets of the laborer—a labor 
performed by a special class and in 
a way that would not be robbing an 
honest man of his job. 

Now it seems to me that these are 
ideals worth while and that they are 
absolutely practical. 

We build a wonderful boulevard. 
extending from the boisterous At- 
lantic to the peaceful Pacific: we 
decorate it with nature's gayest and 
most useful robes; we scatter along 
the beautiful pathway hives of in- 
dustry and homes of rest, while be- 
neath it all is the earnest endeavor, 
the great American idea, to make 
man better. Is it not worth while?

Our courier service in Europe was 
most extraordinary. Shortly after the 
armistice went into effect a number 
of young American officers—care- 
fully selected—were detached from 
other duty and were sent forth one 
by one to open mail routes to prac- 
tically every point in the world 
with which the American government 
might wish to communicate. 

There was a courier service dur- 
ing the war, of course, across the 
Atlantic and in and out of all the 
Allied countries; but the routes of 
war couriers, though dangerous and 
devious at times, were laid out for 
them, whereas the routes of the ar- 
mistice couriers—routes leading in- 
to the enemy coutries and to the far 
away places had to be nosed out, so 
to speak, by themselves. The whole 
world beyond the one time western 
front was in utter confusion, but 
by degrees and by the exercise of 
native wit and personal initiative

Making a Bamboo Needle. 
' The operation of making a bamboo 
needle for the phonograph is a 
rather prolonged and intricate one, 
for the wood must pass through 
several operations before it becomes 
suitable for the purpose.

WHAT OUR CONSULS SAY. 


Before the war there were twelve 
automobile factories in Belgium, lo- 
cated in the neighborhood of Liege, 
Charieroi, Brussels and Antwerp.

Domesticated | 
dogs, undomesticated children and 
temperamental actors may do dam- 
age to an apartment that is scarcely 
Offset by the rent. 

Not long ago a moving-picture 
actress, who might pose for “Inno-| 
cence.” was sued by a landlord be- 
cause she left her flat in a condi- 
tion that suggested an all-night Bol- 
shevik orgy.

“THE GAY DOMBEYS.” 


Sir Harry Johnston has written & 
novel. Many people may not know 
him. His record runs something 
like this, according to The Nation: 
“Beginning life as a student of the 
Royal Academy of Arts, be became 
a painter of quality; then a traveler 
and explorer, and qa member of the 
consular service, picking up enough 
zoology and philology to write 
treatises on the British mammals 
and the Bantu and semi-Bantu 
languages. Then he was attracted 
to historical studies, and did 
good volumes on colonial pioneers, 
as well as a history on the coloniza- 
tion of Africa by alien races. He 
commanded a scientific expedition 
ot the Royal Society in 1884 and 
made some biological studies.

HOW JOSEPH CONRAD WORKS. 

Robert Lynd, the British critic, 
gives an immensely vivid picture of 
Joseph Conrad in the current issue 
of Mainly About Books. : 

“Mr. Conrad,” says he. “has never 
been in a hurry, even in telling a 
story. He has waited on fate rather 
than run to meet it. ‘I was never,’ 
he declares, ‘one of those wonder- 
ful fellows that would go afloat in 3 
washtub for the sake of the fun.’ On 
the other hand, he seems always 
to have followed in his own deter- 
mined fashion certain sudden intu- 
itions, much as great generals and 
saints do. Alexander or Napoleon 
could not have seized the future 
with a more splendid defiance of 
reason than did Mr. Conrad, when, 
though fie did not yet know six 
words of English, he came to the 
resolve: “If a seaman, then an Eng- 
lish seaman.” 

“He has always been obedient toa 
star. He likes to picture himself as 
a lazy creature, but he is really one 
of the most dogged day-laborers 
who have ever served literature. In 
‘Typhoon’ and ‘Youth’ he has writ- 
ten of the triumph of the spirit of 
man over tempest and fire. We 
may see in these stories not. only 
the record of Mr. Conrad's twenty 
years’ toil as a seaman, but the 
image of his desperate doggedness 
as an author. 

“Line by line,’ he writes, ‘rather 
than page by page, was the growth 
of “Almayer’s Folly.”" He has 
earned his fame in the sweat of his 
brow. He speaks of the terrible 
bodily fatigue that is the lot of the 
imaginative writer even more than 
of the manual laborer. ‘I have,’ he 
adds, ‘carried bags of wheat on my 
back, bent almost double under a 
ship's deck-beams, from 6 o'clock in 
the morning till 6 in the evening 
(with an hour and a half off for 
meals.) so I ought to know.’

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KISSES OR PHILOSOPHY?

Greek philosophy has stood the 
test of years. Sages and savants 
have found delight in its wisdom. 
Epictetus knew life. Aristotle under- 
stood the arts, Plato challenged the 
realities. But who would take 
them all in exchange for kisses? 

“Too much Greek philosophy, not 
enough kisses,” is the latest plea 
on which a famous divorce case has 
just been granted. Twice before the 
unhappy pair have pleaded with the 
courts to-release them from their 


ndage. 

But the law is inexorable. It 
contains no embargo against Greek 
philosophy, it enjoins no obligation 
in the matter of kisses.

Now as between the consolations 
of philosophy and the manifesta- 
tions of affection who shall choose?

Facts are all well enough, and so 
is philosophy. But it's just those 
taings that aren't facts, sometimes 
the things that “ain't reasonable,” as 
the saying is, which add point to 
life, which high-light .it and punetu- 
ate it, and make it significant. 
Kisses?’ What more ridiculous 
than the kiss that your mother gave 
you to make it well, when you fell 
down and hurt yourself years ago. 
But what liniment or lotion, what 
bandage or ointment, ever had the 
healing touch of that kiss? 


MAN’S FREEDOM DEFINED. 

In a little volume of spiritistic 
and philosophic essays, entitled 
“Twelve Lessons from Seven Pur- 


per's,) which is in fact a condensa- 
tion of the vital teachings contained 
in this author's earlier book, “The 
Seven Purposes,” we get much 
that is good in the way of advice 
that is both apropos pertinent 
to the unsettled conditions that ex- 
ist in the body politic today.

ber Scotch ancestry are responsible 
for, is given a new and vitelized 
meaning. 

She says: “A few men think. 
These are the overlords, the kings 
and barons of forces that might be 
free. But freedom demands free 
purpose, and free purpose demands 
justice. No man is free who com- 
mands not himself. No man is free 
who forgets his brother. No man 
is free who fails to carry his share 
of the common load. No man is 
free who commands not himself in 
any emergency.” 


GEORGE MOORE ON KIPLING. 

In the course of his “Avowals,” 
George Moore pays strong tribute 
to Rudyard Kipling. 

“I envy Mr. Kipling,” he says, 
“his copious and sonorous vocabu- 
lary, especially his neologisms: he 
writes with the whole language, 
with the language of the Bible, and 
with the language of the streets. He 
can do this, for he possesses the 
inkpot which turns the vilest tin 
idiom into gold. ... 

“Mr. Kipling’s world is a barracks 
full of oaths and clatter of sabers; 
but his language is so copious, rich 


to say that none since the Eliza- 
bethans have written so copiously. 
Shelly and Wordsworth, Landor 
and Pater wrote with part of the 
language, but who else, except Whit- 
man, has written with the whole 
language since the. Elizabethans’? 
‘The flannelled fool at the wicket,, 
the muddied oaf at the goal’ is won- 
derful language. He writes with 
eye that appreciates all that the 
eye can see. -

WASHINGTON, Oct.- 12.—The 
sun can be harnessed and put to 
work! 

Civilization can be made forever 
independent of coal mines, of) wells 
and the other sources of fuel, 
Pwhich are.so rapidly being ex- 
hausted, and which require so much 
human labor to convert them into 


heat power. 

Methods for hitching the sun to 
the machinery of civilization, for 
making it run our factories and our 
street cars, light and heat our 
homes, have been worked out in the 


rough. They have even, to limited 
extent, been applied with practica! 
success, and patents have been tak- 
en out on them 

Nothing stands in the way of this 
great and necessary development 
eave the immense inertia of habit, 
and the lack of human faith in hu- 
man ability. 

This is the substance of an in- 
terview with several scientists who 
have specialized on problems of heat 
and power. They are conservative 
ecientists, occupying positions of 
responsibility. 

JULES VERNE IDEA. 

“You cannot quote me,” said one 
of them, “because if you did some 
kind folks would call me a second 
Jules Verne, and some who are not 
so kind would call me a liar. My 
reputation for conservatism would 
be seriously injured. 

“But you can say that it is pos- 
sible to harnese the sun, and be 
well within the truth. No scientist 
who has studied the problem will 
dispute the statement. I will go 
good deal furgher., I am willing to 
eaf that if a competent physicist 
specializing in heat and power, were 
given $1,000,000, a first-class lab- 
Oratory and a corps of competent 
assistants, he could within a year 
perfect a practical apparatus for 
converting sun heat directly into 
either steam or electricity. / 


PUBLIC SKEPTICAL,
